Directors Refused P, Price to Enter 
Hetch Hetchy Water 


Project 


(By Louis R. Bartlett) 


San Francisco's 
Hetch Hetchy pro- 
ject has been be- 


s0 many years and 
the Hetch Hetchy 
Reservoir. im- 
pounds so much water that the 
question is often asked—Why did not 
the East Bay cities join San Fran- 
cisco in this project? The directors 
of the district considered this pos- 
sibility very carefully, and in Jan- 
uary of this year asked the City of 
San Francisco on what terms and 
conditions they could participate in 
Hetch Hetchy waters. They had to 
do this, because the Hetch Hetchy 
project is owned by San Francisco, 
and’ they have spent approximately 
$45,000,000 in the project, and with- 
out San Francisco’s consent the 
East Bay cities could not get a 
drop of Hetch Hetchy water. 

The officials of San Franctsco re- 


» fused to name a price at which the 


water could be bought, and at first 
the directors of the district were 
inclined to be a little peeved by 
this, but as the engineers investiga- 
ted thoroughly they have become 
convinced that San Francisco of- 
ticials would be false to their duty 
if they gave us any encouragement 
at all to take water from the Hetch 
Hetchy, 

The Tuolumne river, which = sup- 
plies the Hetch Hetchy is a large 
stream, but it also supplies” the 
Turlock, Modesto and Waterford ir- 
rigation districts with water. The 
irrigationists have -been fighting San 
Francisco for years. Congress in- 
tervencd and passed the Boker Act, 
which to some extent defines the 
rights of the two couples of water 
units. With the passage of time 
and the expenditure of large sums 
of money by San Francisco the ir- 
rigationists have become reconciled 
to sharinge the waters with San 
Francisco, but when it was. pro- 
posed that the Fast Bay cities (that 
will soon surpass San Francisco in 
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‘) sr big dinners.
